5. Consider the resignation of Robert Reichel from the Zoning Board of Appeals 

 

First Selectman Walker reported that he received a letter from Bob Reichel indicating that he did not 

wish to be reappointed to the Zoning Board of Appeals. He has been on the committee for a long 

time and has been a good member. The vacancy will need to be filled. 

EAFFY MOVED to accept the resignation of Robert Reichel from the Zoning Board of Appeals and 

request that the selectman’s office send a letter of appreciation to him for his service in the town. 

Motion carried unanimously. 

 

6. Consider Appointment of an Alternate for the Planning and Zoning Commission Vacancy for the 

Term of 01/05/2012 – 11/17/2015 

 

First Selectman Walker reported that both parties submitted candidates to the Board for 

consideration. The Democratic Town Committee nominated Earl Brazeal as their candidate; and the 

Republican Town Committee nominated Lynne White.  

PAQUETTE MOVED to appoint Lynne White to fill the Planning and Zoning Alternate vacancy. 

 

This vacancy is a Republican seat. Ms. White has not been involved in the P&Z Commission but she 

has been involved in other commissions. 

 

Motion carries with two in favor, one opposed (D. Mitchell Eaffy). 

 

7. Endorse participation of three grant proposals: 1) Regional Household Waste Facility, 2) Regional 

Tree Hazard Mitigation Program and 3) Regional Paramedic Intercept Program Feasibility Study 

for funding under the Regional Performance Incentive Program to be submitted by NECCOG to 

Office of Policy and Management 

 

First Selectman Walker reviewed the grant proposals with the members.  

EAFFY MOVED to endorse the participation in the grant proposal for 1) Regional Household Waste 

Facility, 2) Regional Tree Hazard Mitigation Program and 3) Regional Paramedic Intercept Program 

Feasibility Study for funding under the Regional Performance Incentive Program to be submitted by 

NECCOG to Office of Policy and Management. 

Motion carried unanimously.

Hopkins Road and the other on Butts Road. The grant received was for Hopkins Road. The Butts 

Road bridge will be repaired with money from last year.
